In Commémoration 
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H itler’s engineers have had since the late fall 
o f 1940 the tim e to prepare G erm any’s “west w all.” 
Originally and befo re the co nquest o f No rway, 
D enm ark, Belgium , Ho lland and France, the late 
Dr. To dt, the Germ an m ilitary engineering genius, 
had built w hat was kno wn as the Siegfried line. 
It guarded the w estern fro ntier o f G erm any. 
In 
between its fro w ning guni, and co ncrete fo rts, and 
pillbo xes, and m achine-gun im placem ents—and the 
M agino t line which France co nstructed—and upo n 
which France placed its full faith fo r security— 
was a no m an’s land. 
Of co urse, after the fall o f No rway, Denm ark, 
the Lo w Co untries and France, the Siegfried line 
o f fo rtificatio ns lo st 
m uch o f 
its significance. 
H itler’s engineers began to fo rtify the Euro pean 
co astline 
fro m 
no rthern 
N o rway 
to 
w estern 
France. They have been w o rking upo n it fo r m o re 
than two years. 
These facts are recalled m erely 
to po int o ut that the invasio n o f the co ast fro m 
bases in B ritain is no t apt to pro ve a fro lic w her- 
'c ve r invasio ns are attem pted. 
And tho se defenses are in great depth, ranging 
back fro m the co ast fo r m iles, utilizing every ad­ 
vantage o f the terrain, including the rivers, the 
hills, and the fo rest tracks. 
No w H itler also fo rtified eastern G erm any. 
Dr. To dt and his engineers reputedly spent the 
same tim e and care in fo rtifying the eastern fro n­ 
tier against assault by the Russians th at was be­ 
sto wed upo n the west. 
W herever G erm any’s east 
w all may be lo cated—and it was placed w here the 
land was best adapted to it—no thing in the dis­ 
patches suggests that Russian arm ies have ap­ 
pro ached it. 
And w hen it is reached, Russia, who 
hag sacrificed men w ith a pro dical hand thro ugh­ 
o ut all the years o f this w ar, may bleed even 
m o re than it has hereto fo re. 
T here is the so ft underDelly o f Euro pe. 
T hat stretches fro m the co ast o f so uthern France 
—east acro ss Italy—alo ng the w aters o f the A dri­ 
atic—to the Black sea. 
There had been no care- 
fully-co nstructed walls to guard the so ft under­ 
belly. 
B ut feverishly H itler’s engineers and labo r 
battalio ns have been w o rking upo n defenses in the 
so uth thro ugho ut the Balkans, in France, and in 
Italy w here fighting no w is in pro gress o n the ap­ 
pro aches w hich guard Ro me. 
And the character 
o f tho se defenses in Italy have been set fo rth in all 
o f tha dispatches fro m the central Italian battle- 
fro nt. 
They utilize every stream , every m o untain, 
every canyo n, and every fo rest. 
They are to ugh. 
H itler is m uch m o re likely to co llapse in the 
m iddle—internally—thro ugh the destructio n o f hia 
w ar pro ductio n facto ries and the exhaustio n o f his 
civilian po pulatio n— than he is to fall apart at the 
po ints o f these fo rtified fro ntiers.

The reco rd o f the city o f Linco ln fo r tax pay­ 
m ents in the clo sing fo ur m o nths o f 1943 is a 
gratifying revelatio n o f financial so lvency o n the 
p art o f the individual taxpayer. 
The to tal pay­ 
m ents fo r the fiscal year o f 1942-43 represented 
93.20 per cent o f the entire levy. 
A t the clo se o f the m o nth o f Decem ber the city

w hich sho uld be sto red and used o n land. 
It is 
this plan o f the co nservatio n o f w ater th a t brings 
po w er into it. 
The sale o f electricity can aid in 
defraying a po rtio n o f the expense o f co nstructing 
the huge dam* and reservo irs— o f building the 
system s o f canals and laterals to m ake use o f every 
precio us dro p th at can be applied to the pro ductio n 
o f farm pro ducts. 


And anyo ne kno ws th at w ater po uring o ver the 
dam and thro ugh the turbines generates electricity 
— the cheapest electricity th at can be pro duced to 
light the ho mes o f the farm s, to supply the cities 
w ith cheap po wer, and to pro vide cheap po wer fo r 
the industries o f the city. 


T hat’s ho w po wer gets into all this discussio n 
o f the co nservatio n o f w ater—its beneficial use— 
and the expansio n o f irrigatio n. 
No t a dro p o f w ater is w asted fo r irrigatio n in 
the pro ductio n o f electricity. Every dro p o f it that 
is draw n fro m the huge reservo irs and put thro ugh 
the turbines still rem ains available fo r irrigatio n. 
The o nly thing is that the sale o f th at electricity 
so generated helped to defray the expenses o f 
irrigatio n.

It is unbelievable th at Senato r C. P etrus P eter­ 
so n was quo ted co rrectly in suggesting th at po w er 
had been em phasized to the detrim ent o f irrig a­ 
tio n. 
The

cause the privately-o w ned utilities w ere o ppo sed 
everlastingly to the generatio n o f electricity in 
co nnectio n w ith the 
develo pm ent o f Irrigatio n. 
And yet the experience o f the reclam atio n service 
th at has develo ped the bulk o f irrigatio n in A m erica 
established th at irrigatio n undertakings w ere no t 
feasible, and no t eco no mical unless a part o f the 
burden o f expense w as defrayed thro ugh the sale 
o f cheap po wer. 
Tho se irrigatio n undertakings 
th a t igno red it had to ugh sledding and fo und 
them selves in serio us financial difficulty. 
There 
is a reco rd o f th a t experience in this state. 


T here has been so me silly talk abo ut all this 
m atter o f the expansio n o f irrigatio n and the rela­ 
tio n o f po w er to it. 
The o ne helps the o ther. They 
co m plem ent each o ther. 
They represent the m axi­ 
m um benefits po ssible under a pro gram o f co n­ 
servatio n o f natural reso urces. 
And it is this 
pro gram upo n 
w hich 
N ebraska 
em barked 
that 
may so me day be serio usly jeo pardized o r m ay 
save this state fro m co ntinued lo ss o f po pulatio n 
and w ealth. It is this pro gram th at bro ught po wer 
and irrigatio p to gether to pro duce new industries 
fo r N ebraska in a perio d w hen the state wo uld 
have been stripped o f peo ple and the lo ss wo uld 
have been m uch g reater than it is to business 
and industry. 


If the legislative co uncil expects to get do wn to 
bedro ck in co nsidering the beneficial use o f w ater, 
it sho uld take into co nsideratio n the actual fac­ 
to rs co nnected w ith the expansio n and develo p­ 
m ent o f irrigatio n.

But w hen the barbiturates w ere 
Intro duced in 1903, first in the 
fo rm o f vero nal, a new era in the 
drug treatm ent o f inso m nia cam e 
in. It was never really respect­ 
able to use chlo ral o r triano l o r 
paraldehyde— it was a secret vice. 
But 
no w adays 
peo ple 
alm o st 
bo ast abo ut th eir use o f the ba r­ 
biturates—they have a bo ttle o f 
vero nal, o r m edical, o r seco nal, o r 
am ytal, o r lum inal, o r ipral, o r 
neo nal in the bathro o m m edicine 
chest and hit It alm o st at will. Or 
co urse, wise legislatio n in m any 
states prevents the distributio n o f 
these pro ducts except o n a do c­ 
to r’s 
prescriptio n, 
but 
the 
in­ 
so m niacs get so me just the sam e. 
The eno rm o us increase in the 
variety o f these preparatio ns p ar­ 
allels th eir po pular use w hich has 
been m o st evident w ithin the last 
25 years. On the who le they de­ 
serve the po pularity. They w o rk, 
the lethal range is very wide, and 
the real danger o f habituatio n to 
anyo ne w ith a healthy nervo us 
system Is slight. So is the dapger 
o f po iso ning. I have kno w n peo ­ 
ple to sw allo w a hundred grains 
o f vero nal w ith suicidal Intend, 
and w ake up to be reco nciled w ith 
a sto rm y w o rld. 
They do no t w o rk very well in 
o ld peo ple, and are ap t to cause 
excitem ent rath e r than sleep. 
But there are better, o r as go o d 
w ays o f inducing sleep as 
by 
drugs, a subject we w ill take up 
to m o rro w .

go o d supply o f ho ney and a queen. 
With a gcxxi experienced bee man paid by the 
o rchardist he can re.st assured that the po ileniza- 
tio n will be 100 per cent.

To the edito r o f The Linco ln Star- With re ­ 
strictio ns placed o n so m any cro ps, all beekeepers 
have been .scanning all laws clo sely and find that 
co ngress has placed no restrictio ns o n the pro duc­ 
tio n o f ho ney. 
In fact dealers are finding It dif­ 
ficult to secure eno ugh ho ney, and co mb ho ney 
canno t be secured at any price. 
We ho pe that so me bee men w ill again decide 
to pro duce co mb ho ney fo r there are m any who 
have disco ntinued the eating o f ho ney because no 
ho ney in the co mb is to be had. 
It m ight be well in this co nnectio n to say that 
if sw eet clo ver ho ney canno t be secured, it wo uld 
no t be advisable to go into the bee business be­ 
cause dark ho ney do es no t sell. 
There was a tim e, so me 20 years ago , when 
the apple gro w er was o f the o pinio n that a bee 
keener was a nuisance and sho uld be pro hibited 
by law. 
It was no t until 1929 that so me o l o ur 
apple gro wers In so utheastern N ebraska disco v­ 
ered th at w here bees had access to an o rchard 
the apple cro p was m aterially increased, and then 
the apple gro w er began enco uraging the beekeeper 
to place their bees amo ng the trees. 
Care must 
be taken in do ing this, as the bees m ust be re­ 
mo ved fro m tlie o rchard when po llenizatio n has 
taken place.

"Oeorge Marshall is an American gen­ 
eral. not the general of any political 
party,” Halleck declared.

Although Halleck's statem ent was inter­ 
preted in some q uarters as tantam ount to 
an effort b y a responsib le repub lican of-

Arthur. the southwest Pacific commander, 
as a possib le party presidential nominee, 
Halleck told this reporter he had no such 
idea in mind. 
Oen. Marshall, the chief of staff, and 
Oen. Eisenhower, the new European in­ 
vasion eommander, have b een mentioned 
in the past as possib le democratic presi­ 
dential or vice presidential candidates.
